Welsh a Dub

Had tha tables beon reversed, that s,
it Leonard had been champlon and Welsh
tha challenger, Freddy would have been
called the rankest dub that ever fought
for a title. These are harsh words, but
when o stripling can get into a ring with
a champlon and malke him look like a
mecond-rater, the stripling must be good.

Froddy Welsh ia clever, Wa all know
that, but his cleverness availed him noth-
ing when ' Leonard hegnn  to  shoot
stralght loft and right hooks to the head
and body. Welsh could not dodge Lhem,
and when the bout was over the chame
\plon—we hate to oall him  that—wan
bleeding from tho nose and mouth, he was
et over the eye and his face and body
had taken the rosy color of a vivid sun-
gat. In addition to that Welsh was tired.
In fact, he was “all In*" at the finish and
hobbled from the ring like a G. A. R.
nthlete after n hard march.

Leonard Confident

Benny retalned hin confidencs throughs
ot the 10 sessions, He fought a hard,
caroful battle, made the majority of blows
count and refused to bhe drawn into any
trapa set by the wiled champlon, Instead
he folnted Walsh, made him swing wildly
and miss lots of blows and stepped In ot
the proper time with a stralght left or a
right hoolk. Benny weighed 132 pounds,
whila Weleh tipped the beam at 13815,
but the youngster made up for the lack
of welght with his aggressivenesn,

In the early rounds Leonard got m big
lend, and In the sixth had the ehamplon
In bad shape, He rocked him with his
left jubs and hooks, stralghtensd him up
with a terrific right uppercut and was
measuring him off for that cerushing right
when the bell ended the round,

Welsh Gets Beating

Bonny kept after his man in the seventh
and, while the crowd yelled and ahrieked
for a knockout, he hattered the veteran all
over the ring. Freddy forgot his wonder-
ful defense, hin face was smepred with
blood, his legs wabbly and he fell Into
a clinch to save himself from further
punishment. He could not get out of the
way of that stinging left and he took a
beating that would have put an ordinary
fighter down for the count.
